TAX LEVY FOR 1875, 


The render will find in this issue tho 


tax levy for 1875, This levy Is made up- 
on a valuation representing nbout one- 
half of tho real exchangeable value of 
tho real and personal property aBscsed. 
The 81 cents on the $100 for county pur- 
poses, will cover tho current expenses of 
tlic county for the year ending Doc. 1, 
1870, and pay $10,000 of tlio bonded 
debt of tho county. Macon county or- 
ders upon the treasury nrc on a par wilh 
greenbacks, and there is plenty of money 
In tho treasury to pay all demands upon 
it till Ihe present tax levy is collected. 


Tho bonded dobt of the county is com- 


paratively small; in fact, very small in 
comparison with the number and impor 
tancu of railroads secured a few years 
buck. A small addition to our taxes for 
a few years will wipo out our bonded 
debt, (and we lnivc*no other)— while the 
constant tendency of our county board 
is towards economy in tho administra- 
tion of county utlairs, And the sumo 
nay be said of the city of Decatur,— 
$1.00 on tlio $100 valuation may seem a 
liigh tax for city purposes, until it Is ro- 
memliered that all tlio sidewalks in tlio 
city, amounting to many milus, arc built 
ami kept in repair by tho city, and paid 
for out of tho city treasury — to say noth- 
ing ol gas consumed for lighting our 
streets, and tho cost of maintaining clll- 
i;icnt water works, — for which it maybe 
claimed that thoy have already saved to 
our citizens, nnd will continue to save 
in amount nf properly each year equal 
to tho whole amount of thu levy for gen- 
eral city purposes. Tho school tax is 
but another form of school bill which 
very gootl eiti/.on cheerfully pays, to 
the exleiit that is necessary to afford 
to every child a good common school 
education. 
'J he lux for township pur- 


poses is merely nominal, The items for 
interest on township and county bonds 
will gradually diminish, and soon bo 
numbered among the things that were, 
uever again to be made purl or parcel of 
our taxes, 


If tho good clti/ens of Macon county 


will see to it on every succeeding elec- 
tion day, that good, careful 'man aro 
ilaccd In all tho olllccs of county and 
city, without reference to partisan poli- 
ics, they may expect u continued de- 
crease In the burdens of taxation, till the 
minimum has been reached and main- 
:ulnod. And while wo may congratu- 
ato ourselves, that both ns a county and 
city we are in far bolter condiiton, finan- 
cially, than most communities; with 
our railroads, public highways 
and 


bridges equal to, if not superior to nny 
other county in tho West of equal or 
even treble our population; wo may rea- 
sonably hope for n prosperous future, 
with lighl taxes, full treasury, and the 
occupation of warrant shaver forever 


one.
